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FOREWORD 



The National Assessment of Kducational Prog- 
ress (NAKP) IS an mfDrmation-gathenng projy 
ect that surveys the educational attainments 
of 9-year-olds, 13-year-olds, 17-yea/-plds and 
adulLs (ages 26- 35) in 10 learning areas: art, 
c areer and ot rupational development, citizen- 
ship), literature, mathematics, music, reading, 
science, social studies and writing. At least' 
one area is a^ssessed every y-ear, and all areas 
are periodically reassessed in order to measure 
educational progress. Kach assessment is the 
product of several yeaflrs work by a great many 
educators, scholars And, l^y persons from all 
over the country ./nitially, these people de- 
sign, objectives fo/ each area, proposing gen- 
eral goals that tlVey f^el Americans should be 
achieving Jn^Ah/e coui'se of their education. 
These goals arX reviewed by rhore peo[)le and 
then passed /along U) developers of .tests, 
whose lask/t is to create meai;urem^»nt tools 
a[y[)ropriat/ to the objectives, • 

When 'tfie exercise's prepared by tl\e U\st 
develo/ers/'t^ave passed extensive reviews by* 
subje(/t-mitter specialisLs and measurement 
exports, they are administered to [)robability 
san/[)le,s of various populations. Tlje people 
w/o compose those samples are chosen ip 
^ch a way that the results of their assessment 
can be generalized to an entire national 
po[)ulatipn. Th«t ls, on the basis of the 
[)erformance of about 2,v50() 9-year-olds on a 
given ex-ercise, we .can generalize about the 
ppobable pi?rformance of all 9-year-olds in the 



nation. Approximately 100,000 persons parti- 
cipiate annually. 

After assessment data hAve been collected, 
scored and analyzed. National Assessment 
publishes reports to present the results as 
accurately as possible-. Not alF exercise results 
are released for publication. Because NAEP 
will administer some of the same exercises 
again in the futurp to determine whether the 
performance level of Americans has improved 
or declined, it is essential that they be kept 
secret m.jord£r to preserve the integrity of the 
study. If the unreleased exercises can be 
discussed without revealing their content, 
they are examined. However, the discussion is 
much less detailed than it is, /or the released 
exercises. 

•Natiojj^l Assessment also publishes a general 
information yearbook that describes all major 
aspects of the assessment process. This vol- 
ume defines the categories by which results 
are reported and elaborates on the scientific 
procedures utilized. The reader who desires 
more detailed information about how NAEP 
defines its groups, prepares and scores its 
exercises, designs its sample and^analyzes and 
reports iCs results should consult the General 
Information Yearbook, Report 03/04-GlY, 
which is available, as are all Assessment, 
reports, through the Superintendent of Docu- 
ments, U.S. Government Printing Office, 
Washington, D,C\ 20402. 
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INTRODUCTION 



A decade ago, A men can culture reflected the 
bebef that" science and technology functioned 
to im^ove the quality of bfe. Technology 
continued to produce newer and better ver- 
sions of ever>'thing from airplanes to fabncs, 
while scientihls. discovered new alloys and 
breakfast dnnks just as by-products of their 
research. 

^lecently, however, the media have given 
prominence txx some of the ill effects of 
scientific, and technological progress: pollu- 
tion, ecological imbalance and the draining of 
the earth's energy resources. As Todd LaPorte 
and Daniel Metlay wnte, "There no longer 
appears to be a broad consensus on the 
automatic benefits of (scientific and ] techno- 
logical develop)ment; its consequences are 
increasingly perceived as problematical.'*' 

This increasing ambivalence toward science, 
especially anaong youth, is reflected in the 
chartg^ between 'the 1969^-70 and the 
197^— 7 3^ assessments of science^ The differ- 
ences on individual exercises are small ~ often 
only 2 percentage points -~ but the trend is 
clear: exercise after exercise demonstrates the 
same decline in positive attitudes.* 

Thert is, nonetheless, an encouraging side of 
>he story. Altho^ugh fewer Americans see 
scientific endeavors as totally beneficial, still 
the vast majonty have some interest in and 



positive attitudes toward science. When sur- 
veyed, most Arfiericans reported ^fiat they 
read books or articles about science periodi- 
cally. 

The attitudes toward science fuid knowledge 
of the philosophy of Science uncovered by the 
National Assessment ofEducational Progress 
(NAEP) are presented in the following pages. 

Many of the items used by National Assess- 
ment were administered for the first time 
during the 1972—73 assessment, but others 
were administered twice and, therefore, 
measufe differences over the four-year period. 
Most items were administered to 13-year-olds, 
17-year-olds or young adults (ages 26—35), 
' but one item was also adrrlinist^red to 9-year- 
olds. 

Together the results form an overljAj^ pattern, 
which^is discu^ed in Chapter 3 of tlhis report. 
The pattern, though it reflects a (decrease in 
positive attitudes, is, nonetheless, encourag- 
ing. Most Americans express some^interest in 
science, most support further research and 
most understand ~ in at^ least a limited 
way ~ the philosophical foundations of the 
fcienj,ific method.

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CHAPTER 1 

INTEREST IN AND ATTITUDES TOWARD SCIENCE 



Science educators who emphasize the impor^- 
tance of the affective domain do not. only 
suggest that studenrts should enjoy science 
classes, but instead, they recognize Ihe impor- 

• Unce of the entire affective -domain, wh;ch 
includes areas designated as receiving (Attend- 
ing), responding, valuing, orgafuzmg and char- 
acterizing by a value or valihe complex.' The 

- classroonii, of course, is not the single source 
of affective education any more than it is the 
only source of cognitive or psychornotor 
skills. Goals for receiving, for example, are 
largely expected .to take place before formal 
education begins, while charactenzation by a 
value or value cornplex does not normally ' 
occUi^until after public education ends. 

The national assessment of science sampled 
the affective domain 'in two areas. The first 
group of exercises (items 1 through 9) meas- 
ure interest in s^cience. Three basic strategies 



were used: asking individuals directly whether 
they find science topics interesting, cisking' 
whether they read materials about scie;ic'e on 
their own and*asking about science as a career 
choice, 

The second grqup of exercises (items 10 
through 13) deal with more 'generaPattitudes 
toward science, attitudes that reflect charac- 
terization by values and value complexes. 
Two lengthy exercises attempt to measure^ 
attitudes in this'area. The firsrt (items 10, 11 
and 12) determines the value indivi^iuals place 
on technological and scientific activity, while 
the second (item 13) determines beliefs about 
the ethics of scientific research.

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CHAPTER 2 



THE PHILOSOPHY OF SCIENCE 



In addition to emphasizing the importance of 
the affective^ommn in education, science 
educators have recently developed **new sci- 
ence" curricula, which have emphasized 
science as a mode of inquiry, a process, rather 
than as a body of facts and theory. The 
process begins with hypothesis building and 
expenn\entation, continues through theory 
construction and then begins, ag£un in a 
continuing self -correcting enterprise. 

The exercises reported in this chapter deal 
with the concept of science as a process. The 
first three (items 14, 15 and 16) deal with 



experiment methodology, while the remaining 
two (items 17 apd 18) deal with the purpose 
and value of theory. 

Another volume. Selected Results From the 
National Assessments of Science: Sciejitific 
Principles and Procedures, deals with a related 
aspect of the assessment. The exercises it 
describes include the use of scientific appara- 
tus to demonstrate' testing procedures and 
simple experiments, the process of theory 
construction and the demonstration of prin- 
ciples by using models. 
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Items 14, 15 and 16 measure indi\dduals* 
knowledge of scientific methodology. l£em 
14, which asks whether the scientific method 
can be used to help solve daily problems, 
demonstrates an increase of correct responses 
with age; while less than, 50% of the 13-year- 
olds were able to generalize use of the 
method, over 70% of the adults were able to. 

Item 15, admmistered only to 13-year-olds, 
demonstrates that 1 3-year-olds recognize a 
simple scientific experiment. 



Item Xe demonstrates a stereotype youngsters 
have about scientific methodology. Although 
almost 100% recognize that the woman ob- 
serving test tubes (Picture 1) could be in- 
volved in scientific work, only 4% of the 
9-year-olds and 25% of the 13-year-olds recog- 
nized that just thin-kin^ can be a scientific 
activity (Picture ,2). Between the two ex- 
tremes, 63% of the 9-year-olds and 84% of the 
13-year-olds recognized that library research 
(Picture 3) can be a type of scientific Activity,

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Item 18 deals with formal aspects of scientific 
theory/ About^ 75% of the 17-year-6lids and 
adults recognize that scientific theories, in the 
forms of verbal, mechanical and^ mathematical 
models, go beyond the observed facts on 
which they are based.

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CHAPTER 3 
CONCLUSION 

Data from this relatively small sample of 
exercises cannot be used alone to make 
definitive statements about affective and 
philosophical aspects of science education. 
However, some tentative generalizations 
about the state of science education can be 
made based on these items. With full aware- 
ness of the tentative nature of such hypo- 
theses, we offer the following generalizations 
from the data presented in this report. 

1. Almost all Americans have at least some 
interest in science: they find science 
topics interesting and are sometimes 
'willing to read an article or book on 

science. 

2. Interest, like science performance in 
general,^ Jias decreased slightly during 
the past few years. This decline might 
be attributed to aity number of factors; 
perhaps it is only a reaction to the 
unusual emphasis given to science edu- 
cation in the w^iJce of ''Sputnik." 

'•■ . 

3. Few high school student^ (less than 
10%) see science as a possible career; 
this low percentage should not be 
alarming since the nation does not need 
an oversupply of scientists. 

4. Almost all Americans believe that scien- 
tific research is beneficial; for most 
areas of investigation, approximately 
70% support further research. Excep- 
tions are that approximately 95% sup- 
port research on air ^d water pollu-

tion, while only 50% support the pro- 
duction of life in laboiratories. 

5. Almost all Americans have some idea of 
what the scientific method is, and they 
believe that the method can be used to 
help solve everyday problems. However, 
as an exercise administered lo only 9- 
and 1 3-year-olds illustrates, many 
equate the scientific method with the 
performing of experiments exclusively; 
they do not recognize the importance 
of hypothesis and theory construction. 

6. While the majority of Americans recog- 
nize the evolutionary nature of science, 
almost 30% believe that scientific laws 

^ are not subject to change. 

7. About 75% of the high school students 
and adults recpgnize that scientific 
theories, in the forms of verbal, mech- 
anical and mathematical models, go 
beyond the observed facts on which 
they are based: A*ppro?dmately the same 
number recognized that simplicity, not 
complexity, is a criterion of preferred 
theories. 

While some readers might be disappointed at 
the low percentages who were able to answer 
specific questions about the body of scientific 
theory, the results on the affective and 
philosophical exercises are, for the most part, 
encouraging. Moat Americans express some 
interest in science, most support further 
research and most understand — in at least a 
limited way — the philosophical foundations 
of the scientific method. Certainly these areas 
of science education are among the most 
important.

NATIONAL ASSESSMENT GROUPS AND GROUP RESULTS 



This appendix presents national percentages 
and group differences for each of the science 
attitude items. Group differences are. the 
differences between the percentage of the 
nation that responded correctly and the per- 
centage of the group that responded correct- 
ly;^ For example, Table 1 shows that in 
1969—70 24.2% of the 13-year-olds respond- 
ed '^often" to the question, *'Do you find 
science topics interesting?" Boys showed a 
group difference of 6.5, indicating that 30.7% 
of the boys responded "often" to the 
question.

While respondents were classified into several 
other ethnic groups, including Puerto Ricans, 
Mexican-American and other or unclassified, 
the actual sample sizes realized were insuf- 
ficient for reporting purposes.
